The firm of Gehan & Byrne is under con- 
tract to finish the last section by Nov. 1. 
But it has been making such slow progress 
that the board has lost patience at last and 
has insisted on more speed. Operations on 
this section were almost stopped ten days 
ago. The trustees complained and made 
an effort to hurry the contractors, but could 
get no satisfaction. Thomas Byrne, who

Orchard of Evanston, who left Edmonton 
on Dec. 15, 1897, wſth the Mason Klondike 
party from Chicago, was received yesterday 
by his father, John G. Orchard of Evanston, 
in a letter from another son, John Orchard 
Jr., who remains at Dawson City. From what 
could be gleaned from the letter, which was 
torn and considerably discolored, 
reason to believe that the remainder of the 
Mason party is in 180 health and free from 
scurvy. 

The letter gave bliet details of the drown- 
ing of Thomas Orchard and of the wander- 
ings of the party since the accident at the 
rapids in the Peel River on Sept: 8, when 
Thomas Orchard was drowned. Seven mem- 
‘bers of the party had attached a rope to one 
of the boats, and were endeavoring to draw 
it through the rapids, when the rope parted 
just in front of Orchard and George E. 
Gooeh, The rope flew back over Gooch’s 
shoulder, but Orchard became entangled in 
it, and was drawn into the rapids. 
impossible for his comrades to lend assist- 
ance, and he went down with the boat. 
Dec. 28 John Orchard wrote his parents 
from Wind City, telling of the death of his 
brother, and it was not until he reached 
Dawson City, June 14, that he learned thé 
mail had never been carried through. 

The surviving brother left Wind City some

He was accompanied by 
the prospectors (who are said to have 
reached Dawson City with him. At the time 
left Wind.

» Survivors of the “Klondike Exploration 


Party Reach Victoria Broken in 
Health and Spirits. 


Victoria, B. C., 10.—[Special. |—All of 
the survivors of the terrible Edmonton trail 
to the Yukon, on which so many lives were 
sacrificed, are on their way to the coast and 
are out of danger. 

The steamer Rosalie, arriving here this 

morning, brought a dozen or more of the 
unfortunate men, the majority of them 
physical wrecks from the hardships and 
illness that they have gone through. These 
men were members of a party of thirty who 
came down the Stikine on the st@smer 
Strathcon, having been helped out from the 
Laird and Dease Lake districts, where they 
spent the winter, by the Hudson Bay com- 
pany. 
H The company sent bubble. and men into 
the camps of the prospectors, and are send- 
ing the men out as quickly as they get 
strength enough to travel. The men who 
arrived today say they were the strongest of 
the lot, and those who saw the emaciated 
and broken down party asked, What can 
the others be ke? 

The story of those who arrives today is the 
same as that told by previous arrivals. They 
started out from Edmonton with the best 
of outfits and on a good trail, but soon 
reached an untraveled wilderness through 
which they had to cut roads. Winter found 
them in the mountains, with worn out and 
dying pack horses, and there they had to 
remain, fighting disease and death unte 
relief reached them. | 

Of the party of fourteen which started 
from Edmonton in January, 1808, five died 
last winter. Fleming, a Philadelphian, 2 
survivor of the party, who reach 
today, is so broken down with disease that 
he cannot remember the names of the vic- 
tims. There are now 100 men on their way 
to the coast, the last of the big party that 
spent the winter on the Laird River and 
Dease Lake. One of them reached as far 
north as the Chicagoans 9 8 were heard

| TOURISTS IN SHIPWRECK. 


STEAMER PORTIA OF NEW YORK 
STRANDED NEAR HALIFAX. - 


| Passengers and Crew, Numbering 115, 
Are Saved and Will Be Taken from 
Scene of Disaster by Relief Vessels 
—Well-Known New York People in 
the Party—Foggy Weather Causes 
the Accident — Boston Schooner Is 
Lost, Perhaps with Entire Crew. 


Halifax, N. S., July 10.—[Special.]—The 
fine New York passenger steamer Partita, 
Captain Farrell, was wrecked tonight to the 
westward of Halifax harbor while attempt- 
ing to make Sambro light, at the entrance 
-to the port, in a dense fog. There was no 
loss of life, but the vessel and cargo were 
lost. 
The Portia carried an unusually arge 
number of passengers—about eighty—many 
of whom were tourists.

Big Fish Shoal, a dangerous place situ- 
ated a mile and a quarter southwest of 
Sambro light, was the scene of the disaster. 
The Portia was proceeding slowly in the 
thick mist, the officers endeavoring to ascer- 
tain their position accurately, when, at ten 
minutes to 7, the ship suddenly took the 
| rocks, The engines were immediately re- 
versed, but the heavy sea running held the 
steamer Immovable on the shoal, and it was 
soon certain that no possible effort could 
float it. The water began to pour in below 
and the vessel filled rapidly. 

As soon as the danger of the situation was 
apparent Captain Farrell ordered the boats 
manned and made ready for lowering, and 
in an incredibly brief space of time all prep- 
arations had been made to abandon the 
steamer.. The passengers, many of whom 
were on deck when the ship struck, and all 

of whom were at first filled with alarm for 
their safety, were quieted by the coolness 
ot the officers and the rapidity with which 
the preparations were made to take to the 
boats in case of necessity. | 

At 7:30 o'clock, forty minutes after strik- 
ing the shoal, Captain Farrell decided that 

to remain longer on the ship would unneces- 
sarily imperi] the lives of passengers and 
crew. . Accordingly, all on board having 
crowded into the lifeboats, he ordered them 
lowered, and in a few minutes the fleet was 
moving eastward under the headway given 
by the strong oarsmen of the Portia’s sail- 
ors. In less than half an hour the boats 
made inner Sambro Island, where all landed 
in safety. There are only two houses on 
inner Sambro, but these proved sufficient 
for the temporary shelter of the ship- 


wrecked Party. 


Relief Steamers Dispatched. 
After satisfying himself that everybody 
from the Portia was beyond the reach of 
danger Captain Farrell took a boat's crew 
and rowed to Sambro Village. 
phoned advices of the disaster to Halifax, 
where the news was received shortly after 
10 o'clock. Immediately on receipt of word 
of the wreck F. D. Corbett & Co., Halifax 
agents of the Red Cross line, placed a sup- 
ply of provisions on board the steamers A: 
C. Whitney and I.. Boyer and dispatched 
them without delay to the scene of the mis- 
fortune. The Whitney will take on board 
all the passengers on Inner Sambro and re- 
turn to the city as quickly as possible. 
Boyer will take off the crew of the Portia 
and then proceed to Big Fish Shoal and 
ascertain if any work can be done at the 


wreck. 


The passengers saved little of their per- 
sonal belongings. Some of them. brave 
enough to venture below decks after the 
may have secured valua- 
bles, but beyond this they were unable to 
take anything away from the wreck.

Paris, July 10.—The 
declined to accept the challenge of Count 
Boni de Castellane to fight a duel, growing 
out of the Dreyfus affair. 

The Prince’s verbal answer is that Castel- 
lane is beneath his station in life, and he has 
reason to believe that the Count's title is 
not genuine, but merely an assumed one. 

“Under these circumstances,” declared 
the Prince, the Count’s challenge is an 
impertinence, and not worthy of the notice 
of a gentleman and a Prince.“ 

There is a great amount of gossip over the 
affair tonight on the boulevards and in the 
cafés—where Castellane, through his wife's 
„ money, has quite a following. 

Castellane's challenge grew out of the in- 
vitation extended by the Prince of Monaco 
to Dreyfus to be a guest at his palace after 
liberation. The Count resented this inter- 
ference of “ foreigners in French affairs,“ 

as he termed it, and he took occasion to 
4 insult the Prince by writing him the 
follgwing letter: 
| “ Monsigneur; You have just written a let- 
ter to Mme. Dreyfus which has provoked 
the indignation of good Frenchmen, not be- 
cause you have addressed it to an unfortu- 
nate woman—that sentiment would be 
worthy of respect—but because you mix your- 
self up in matters which are no concern of 
your serene Highness. — 

It it is as a foreign sovereign that you 
think you can influence French officers in 
the ‘grave decision they are going to make,

“Two Little Girls’ in Blue was the first 
song he composed. He did not think enough 
of it to use it in his turn or try to sellit. 

It was so catchy. though, that a policeman 
who heard him whistling it went away hum- 
ming the tune.

Cablegram from the President ot the 
American Peace Commission Read 


at the Closing Session of the Con- 


vention in Detroit—Declared That 

the Present Meeting Surpassed All 
Others in Point of Attendance—For- 
eign Missionaries Introduced.

Detroit, Mich., July 10.—[Speclal.I— With 
an intimat ion from The Hague that one of the 
principles of Christian Endeavor was to 
become effective, the eighteenth convention 
of the society closed tcnight. 

Twenty-five thousand people gathered 
early in the evening in and around the two 
tents for the closing service. Late at night 
they left the canvas village to meet again in 
Grystal Palace, London, in 1900. 5 

The convention was closed with exercises 

simultaneously held in the two tents. The 
religious emotion which has developed dur- 
ing the week of meeting swayed the two 
audiences, and found expression in cheers 
and songs. 
The greatest demonstration was when a 
cable message from Ambassador Andrew D. 
White, President of the American commis- 
sion at The Hague, was read in Tent En- 
deavor by Secretary Baer, and in Tent 
Williston by President Clark.

Militarism is insanity; we can’t beat it down 
with argument. Read the life of the men 
who rode—not on a horse, for it represented 
war—but on the animal that stood for in- 
dustry and patience. The Prince of Peace 
told us to beat the swords into plowshares.”

The Rev. W.-W. Boyd of St. Louis asked 
his audierte how it would apply Sheldonism 
to Southern lynchings. 

There is not a white man in the North.“ 
he said passionately, ‘“‘ who would not re- 
venge a wrong by some brute in hum

That's not Christ,” shouted a man in the 
audience. 

There was a moment's silence while the 
speaker and the protestant looked at each 
other.

THE WOMAN'S INTERNATIONAL COUNCIL 

Mrs. May Wright Sewall, the new Presi- 
dent of the International Council of 
Women, which closed its annual convention 
the other day by drinking Queen Vietoria's f 
tea, has contributed to the Fortnightly Re- 
view a statement as to the genesis of this or- 
ganization which is of special interest, as 
the information is official. The fitst sug- 
gestion for such a council] was made by’ 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton in 1882 while she 
was in Europe, Susan B. Anthony, who 
was with her, approved the idea, and at 
a meeting held in Liverpool on 
1883, to bid them good-by, a committee of 
correspondence was appointed to prepare 
the way for such an association. 

This commfttee never accomplished any- 
thing, but Mrs. Stanton and Miss Anthony 
were not the women to abandon a project 
upon which they had set their hearts. At 
the nineteenth annual convention of the 
National Woman Suffrage associati¢ 
in Washington, D. C., in January 
a motion was made by Miss Ant! 
convene an international council of women 
to which all associations of womeb, com- 
mercial, industrial, professional, or moral, 
as well as those advocating suffrage, should 
be invited.

The International Council did not make 
much progress during the first five years 
of its existence. Its growth really began 


with the quinguennial session held in Chi- 


cago in 1898, during the Columbiah Exposi- 
tion. Since that time national] councils have 
been formed in Canada, Germany, Sweden, 
Great Britain and Ireland, New Zealand, 
New South Wales, Denmark, Holland, 
Italy, and Tasmania, and these, together 
with that of the United States, form the 
‘International | Council. This aggregate 
membership will be augmented by 
the National Councils of Switzerland, Bel- 
gium, Greece, Victoria, Austria, Persia, and 
Russia. The strength of this immense or- 
ganization is 80 by the fact that women 
do not come into it as individuals but as 
associations.. Its purpose is two-fold: “To 
promote gremer unity of thought, sympathy, 
and purpose among women workers of all 
classes, parties, creeds, and nationalities, 
and to further the application of the Golden 
Rule to society, custom, and law.” The first 
proposition is not difficult of attainment.

An important decision was rendered by 
the United States Supreme Court early in 
1808 on the Utah eight-hour law, favoring 
a more liberal rule of constitutional con- 
struction in such a case. That law was 
alleged to violate the fourteenth amend- 
ment. forbidding any State to “ deprive any 
person of life, liberty, or property without 
due process of law.” After reciting vari- 
ous changes by different States in their 
established “processes of law,” which 
changes the constitution had not been held 
to prohibit, Justice Brown, delivering the 
opinion of the court, said: The constitn- 
tion of the United States, which is neces- 
sarily and to a large extent inflexible and 
exceedingly difficult of amendment, should 


not be so construed as to deprive States of 
the power toamend their laws as to make the 
| them conform to the wishes of the citizens.” 


Here we have a disposition on the part of 
the court to make judicial interpretation a

A NATIONAL PARK IN MINNESOTA. 
The project to form a national park or 


forestry reserve of 7,000,000 acres in the 


beautiful lake country of northern Min- 
nesota deserves cordial support from every 


public spirited man, It is gratifying to 


learn that Colonel John S. Cooper of this 
city has succeeded in interesting many 
prominent men in the idea, and that the or- 
ganization of a national association to pro- 
mote the good work is assured in the near 
future. Fresident Hill of the Great North- 


ern railway will be a strong, ally in the 


movement. He is wise enough to see that 
the reservation of the sportsman’s paradise 


around Lake Itasca and the headwaters of 


the Mississippi will be a good thing for the 
State and for all the interests of its people 
in the long run. The fact that the present 
movement has its origin in Chicago sh@ws 


that it is a subject of far-reaching interest. 


Congress will be asked to deal with the Min- 


nesota reserve as a-national project. 


There are already thirty forest reserva- 
tions in the United States, so designated by 
the President in accordance with the ect 
of March 3, 1891. These embrace an esti- 
mated area of 40,000,000 acres, but they 
are all in the Rocky Mountain region ex- 
cept the Black Hills forest reserve of 
South Dakota. Most of the timber States 
have done something in the direction of 
State forest reserves, but the need in the 
case of the Minnesota lake country is to 
create a national park similar to that of the 
Yellowstone, in which not only the forests 
but the game also shall be preserved by 
federal authority from vandalism and wan- 
ton destruction. There will be no necessity 
for forbidding all hunting, as is done in the 
Yellowstone National Park, but something 
must be done to prevent lawless extermina- 


tion of game and reckless burning of forest 


areas. Experience has proved that this can 
be done best under national authority, and 
now is the time to secure this beautiful and 


almost untrodden wilderness at the head- 


waters of the Mississippi. As Mr. Hough 
has said: There does not lie out of doors 
a tract of country less suitable for agricul- 


ture and mining purposes, or more suited 


to the uses of a national reserve, than this 
sandy, piney Minnesota wilderness.” 

In the proposed park tract of 140 by 165 
miles surrounding Leech Lake and Lake 
Winnibigoshish there are 1,100 lakes, with 
nearly 3,000 more in the adjoining counties. 
The pine timber is the chief commercial re- 
source of the country, and the land is being 
denuded as rapidly as the ax and saw can 
do it. Of the 7,000, acres the govern- 
ment still owns 3,000,000. The Indian 
reservations include 3,600,000 acres, and 
these would not be interfered with. There 
are about 1,000,000 acres of merchantable 
pine timber controlled by capitalists; these 
ought to be brought under some kind of 
control that will prevent the wasteful meth- 
ods and the forest fires that have attended 
the lumber operations of the past. As the 
whole tract is inhabited by only 3,330 In- 
dians and 3,714 white residents, there 
would be comparatively little trouble in ar- 
ranging for all private interests. If the 
matter is neglected each year will add to 
the difficulties in this respect. 

The movement should be national in ex- 
tent and should obtain the support of Con- 
gressmen from every State. If measures 
are not taken to keep a great public park 
in Minnesota open to the people for all 
time it will not be long before much of this 
choice vaeation playground will be fenced 
off by rich private clubs, as 550,000 acres 
are in the Adirondacks. Even the lumber 
interests of Minnesota, which look with 
some disfavor on the project, should throw 
their influence in favor of it, for the wanton 
waste of timber will in the end ruin their 
industries. The forest reserve project is 
desirable from every reasonable standpoint 
and should be pushed to speedy realization. 


DR. ‘ROGERS ON CIVIC DUTIES. 
Though President Henry Wade Rogers 
Sunday discourse at

FLAMMARION IS UNDECEIVED. 
Camille Fiammarion, the eminent French 


astronomer, was for many years one of the 


aposties of spiritualism. He believed that

That spirit declared 
positively that Jupiter had four satellites 
and Saturu eight, whereas modern instru- 
ments show that Jupiter has five and 
Saturn nine.

If these so-called spiritual manifesta- 
tions are the work of spirits, it is im- 
possible to escape the conclusion that death 
is a removal from a higher to a lower 
plane, and that the spirits of dead people 
deteriorate rapidly. Otherwise Galileo's 
spirit would not lie, and those of Milton 
and Shakspeare would not write shocking 
doggerel. The spirits of Frenchmen would 
not be unable to write decent French. 


„THE TRIBUNE’S” FOURTH 
OF JULY FIGURES. 


The Chicago Tribune has taken the pains 
to compile a list showing the casualties and 
property losses from fireworks and firearms on 
the Fourth of July. The list, which includes re- 
turns from only 250 cities and towns, gives the 


following 2 
Dead, 35; injured, 1,851; fire losses, $422,570; 


injured by cannon crackers, 849; injured by pow- 


der explosions, 248; injured by toy cannon, 259; 
hit by stray bullets, 60. 


If to this summary were added the casual- 
ties and losses in other parts of the country, the 
total would be still more appalling. At the bat- 


tle of Manila Dewey did not lose a single man, 


and in the great victory off Santiago Schley lost 


only one. But in celebrating these victories with 
explosives not supposed to be loaded and not de- 
signed to do damage, we have as a partial re- 


sult, 88 dead and 1,851 injured, not to speak of 


fire losses of $422,570. 


It is probable that in the great majority of the 


larger towns and cities of the country there are 


laws similar to that which we have on our statute 
books, prohibiting the explosion of fireworks in 


the municipal Umits. The fact that such ordi- 
nances are generally disregarded on the Fourth 


of July is largely due to the loose and barbarous 
notion that noise and patriotism are synonymous

DE PONTENOT' LEPTER, 


(Copyright, 1899, by the Marquise de Fontenoy.) 

Emperor Nicholas has just taken a step 
which does certainly not give indication of 
friendly feeling towards the United States. 
Fm has just given orders to have every 
horse with American blood in its veins re- 
moved from his stables, and out of the im- 

1 stud. The latter is perhaps the larg- 
est in the world, some years ago im- 
ported a large number of American horses 
of famous American trotting stock with the 
idea of cross-breeding with the Russian 
horses, and thus developing the trotting 
qualities of Muscovite horseflesh. 

Not content with this, Emperor Nicholas 
has issued instructions that all horses bred 
in Russia from American stock, or else from 
crosses between American and Russian 
stock, should be subjected to the same taxa- 
tion, as well as to the same racing disad- 
vantages as if they were foreign horses. 

This conetitutes a great blow to stud own- 
ers such as Count Vorontsoff-Dashkoff, for- 
mer Grand Master of the imperial house- 
hold, ito the imperial Prince „George of 
Leuchtenberg, to Prince Sergifs Galitzine, 
and to the numerous other stud owners who 
have spent enormous sums of money in im- 
porting American trotting stock with the 
object of croseing it with Russian horses. 
In fact, the steps adopted by the Czar are 
such as to practically bar all horses with 
American blood in thetr veins from the Rus- 
sian turf. 

People even at St. Petersburg are at a loss 
to discover the reason which has prompted 
the Czar to take this extraordinary step, and 
many are asking whether, perhaps, Nicholas 
may not be taking this action with the object 
of demonstrating to the United States his II- 
will for the part which he conceives Amer- 
ica to have played in bringing about the 
failure of his peace ee at The Hague. 


1 heat from Paris halt it is probable that 
President Loubet will shortly pardon Gen- 
eral Gtletta di San Giuseppe, who was sen- 
tenced the other day by a French court-mar- 
tial to five years’ penal servitude for espion- 
age. The pardon will be granted on the un- 
derstanding that King Humbert marks his 
disapproval of the General’s conduct by 
placing him on the retired list. The Gener- 
al belongs to a noble family of Savoy, which, 
prior to 1860, bore the name of De Saint 
Joseph, but which migrating across the Alps 
after the cession of Savoy to France, with 
the object of retaining Italian nationality, 
Italianized its name into Di San Giuseppe. 

The incident has been as embarrassing to 
Franco as it has to Italy. For just at the 
present moment the governments of both 
countries are particularly anxious to bring 
about friendlier relations than have sub- 
sisted in the past. Moreover, whereas the 
French relatives of the General are high in 
office under the republic, his Italian kinsfolk 
are equally prominent in Italy, one of his 
ters, the Countess de la Cisterna, being 
of the favorite ladies-in-waiting of Queen 
Marguerite. 

The French authorities were only too anx- 
ious to let the General go, and to hush up the 
affair, in spite of his being caught flagrante 
delicto in the act of sketching French forts 
and taking measurements with instruments. 
and would undoubtedly have done so had 
not the newspapers got hold of the affair and 
brought to light the fact that he had already 
been arre as an Italian spy ten years 
ago on the French side of the Italian fron- 
tier. On that occasion he managed to se- 
cure his freedom by some means or an- 
other. After being liberated and returning 
to Italy, he openly boasted at Rome and at 
Turin of having made a detailed military 
and topographital survey of all the French 
side of the Italian frontier, had, in fact, 
boasted of having committed the offense 
with which he had been charged. 

All this was raked up against him by the 
press, and under the circumstances the 
court-martial at Nice had no alternative but 
to sentence him to a long térm of imprison- 
ment. The Italian government declined to 
interfere on his behalf, and volunteered the 
statement that it saw nothing in the condem- 
nation of the General to impair the friendly 
relations between the two countries. But 
it is all arranged that he ap 
doned at an early date.

Giletta is to be pardoned July 14.] 

The fisticuff encounter between di Turk- 
ish delegates at The Hague was by no means 
the only humorous incident of the Peace 
congress. There was, for instance, the ex- 
traordinary speech of Mirza Khan, the 
principal delegate .— Persia, who related 
to the congress in the most impressive man- 
ner that when he was Ambassador at St. 
Petersburg he witnessed a review of 30,000 
men at the great camp of Krasnoe Selo, dur- 
ing the course of which he fell off his horse 
and lay for full ten minutes on the ground. 

„Would you believe it, gentlemen,” he 
added, not one of those 30,000 soldiers and 
- officers stopped to help me? That proves 
the magnificent discipline of the Russian 
troops.“ 

Of course this provoked much merriment 
on the part of the delegates. which was in- 
creased when, after relating his conveyance 
to St. Petersburg in an imperial carriage, he 
continued: And will you believe it, gen- 


quire after me? That satisfies me as to the 
splendid heart of the Czar and of the fact 
that implicit trust can be placed in his prom- 
Ases regarding the disarmament of the Rus- 
sian army.“ 

So entirely blind was the delegate to all 
sense of humor that he actually moved in 
the most solemn manner possible that his 
speech should be printed, a proposal which, 
it is needless to say, was carried unanimous- 


ly. 

There seems to be no end to the unfort- 
unate controversy between the now reign- 
ing house of Lippe and the Kaiser. It has 
just reassumed an acute and ugly form by 
the charges brought by the present Minis- 
ters of State of the principality against the 
former regent—namely: Prince Adolphus 
of Schaumberg. brother-in-law of the 
Kaiser, to the effect that he had taken ad- 
vantage of his illegal tenure of the regency 
to remove from the state archives of Lippe 
a number of extremely important docu- 
ments bearing upon the disputed question 
of succession to the throne. 

It seems that some time ago the present 
Premier of Lippe, wishing to have a new 
legal examination of the whole matter, sent 
to the keeper of the state archives for the 
dossier.“ or collection of documents bear- 
ing on the case. Some of the missing docu- 
ments are of the utmost importance to the 
present regent, since they furnish the basis 
of the arguments upon which the present 
regent of Lippe grounds his claims of suc- 
cession to the throne when the now dement- 
ed and septuagenarian sovereign passes over 
to the majority. 

The Lippe government has not ventured. 
to go to the length of instituting procéedings 


return of these documents. But it has done 
the next best thing. It has inaugurated 
criminal proceedings against the keeper of 
the archives, Privy Councilor Berkemeler, 
calling him to account for the missing pa- 
pers. Naturally when the trial takes place 
he will have no alternative but to say that 
the papers were handed by him to Prince 
Adolphus while regent, and have not yet 
been returned.

Mrs. An- 
drews must have drowned but for her mack- 
intosh, which spread out and kept her afloat 
until assistance arrived. 

It is not known whether the inhalation of 
water or the blow from the boat caused the 
death of Mrs. Ten Eyck. It is thought Afe 
had left her before the rescuing boat, rowed

Mrs. Ten Eyck was 38 years old and had 
been married eight years. She was a Miss 
Wilson. Her mother, who is 83 years old, is 
the only survivor of the family. Jefferson 
Wilson, the eldest son, was accidentally 
shot, and three years ago another son, 
2 was killed by a railroad train at Ev- 
anston.

Railroad Earnings Are Good. 
According to the United States Investor, 
the gross earnings of forty-three roads for 
the fourth week in June were $7,956,605, 
against $6,818,609 for the fourth week an 
June, 1898, an increase of $1,137,936. Thir 
eight: roads show increases and five 
creases, Since Jan. 1 the roads referred to 
above earned §146,469,395, an. increase of 
$12,524,838 over the $133,944,557 reported for 
the corresponding period of 1898.

Government crop figures, which came in 
during the progress of the curb market, 
made a condition of 65.6 on winter and 91.7 
on spring wheat.

winter wheat, a total of about 524,500,000 bu, 
as compared with 675,000,000 bu last year. 
The June condition on winter wheat was 67.3 
and on spring 91.4. Corn was given at 86.5, 
suggesting a yield of 2,072,800,000 bu. The 
document was generally construed as bear- 
ish, for while the condition is lower than a 
month ago the acreage has been Increased. 
The latest figures place winter at 25,900,000 
acres and spring at at 840,000 acres.

World's shipments continue heavy, 
being 6,217,000 bu, against 6,194,000 the pre- 
vious week. Of this a little over 4,000,000 
bu was American. The increase on passage 
was 1,408,000 bu. Clearances were about 
500,000 bu (60 loads), with local sales about 
600,000 bu. The visible figures were entirely 
changed, a decrease of 907,000 bu being 
shown, as compared with last week's in- 
crease of 765,000 bu. Pringle, who was an 
active seller pretty much all last week, Was a 
buyer yesterday. Advices from growing 
crop sections, especially in Nebraska, in- 
dicated that conditions could not well be im- 
proved.

An advance of 25 cents a ton on anthracite 
coal went into effect last week. The new 
schedule at Chicago, Milwaukee, and Duluth 
is $5:25 for egg, stove, and nut, and $5.00 for 
range. Freight rates might affect the rates 
in some localities. Transactions tn anthre- 
cite thus far in July have been Hmited. 
Large buyers encountered an indifferent 
atmosphere last week when they went per- 
sonally to close contracts and found they 
could only secure about one-tenth of what 
they wanted. The restriction of the sellers 
“to deliveries to be made during June only 
was religiously adhered to. They took no 
chances if there was any doubt of the deliv- 
ery being completed before the close of the 


There are no large stocks on the market 
to depress the prices. The output of the 
mines is restricted. These facts seem to 
account for the present strength of the mar- 
ket. Large supplies via the lakes are back- 
ward. Shipments from Buffalo and receipts 
at upper lake ports are in excess of those 
‘for the same periods last year, but the stocks 
now on dock are below. Last year the Chi- 
cago docks were half filled with stock car- 
ried over from the previous season.
